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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Huang has taught 
identifying a block of instructions, or reuse region, where the results of that block of instructions 
may be reused without re-executing the instructions, saving the results and the inputs to the block 
of instructions in a table, and searching the table for a matching instance of that block of 
instructions and reusing the results that are stored in the table from a previous instance. Huang 
has not taught predicting the results, or outputs, to a block of instructions if a matching instance 
is not found in the table, based on previous instances of the block of instructions stored in the 
table. 

2. Applicant defines "reuse region", on page 1, second and third paragraphs, as a region of 
code that is executed more than once, and where the results, the inputs and the outputs, to the 
reuse region are saved to be reused, so that the results can be reused without re-executing the 
reuse region. Examiner agrees with the Applicant's remarks on page 1 1 of the Remarks filed on 
5/27/04, that Huang has not taught predicting the output values of a block of code, and thus does 
not read fully on the claims as presented. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
